THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


Recently, in my capacity as President of the Solano Silver Round Club (SSRC), 
I had to reply to two inquiries which bluntly questioned why one should join, pay 
dues, and belong to the SSRC. 


I dutifully wrote and sent replies, arguing the importance of membership and 
encouraging these two individuals to join. Yet, this incident caused me to pause 
and think, simply because the nature of their questioning reflects the fact that 
there are many more coin hobbyists across this nation than are members of national, 
regional, or even local coin hobby organizations. 


It could be strongly argued that it is advantageous not to belong to and ; 
certainly not to participate in a coin club. One would save on dues, drawing tickets, 
donations, and so forth. One could not risk being asked or choosen to serve an 
elected position or committee duty. One need not go out in evenings, sometimes in 


_ bad weather or while missing a great game on the television. Nor, would one have to 
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sit in a usually unairconditioned room listening to a dragged-out or boring business 
session. In addition, one may equally stay home and still claim to enjoy coins. 


These are very telling reasons for not joining and obviously not partici- 
pating, and based on the number of coin hobbyists and the repeated indifference of 
those who even join a coin club, these reasons must be held as gospel. 


However, what these coin hobbyists forget, or in the case of the two individ- & 
uals I replied to, is profoundly: you only get what you give. 


One could debate that a coin hobbyist does not need a coin club: you can pur- 
chase coins via the mail, subscribe to several periodicals, even attend an occasion- 
al commerical coin show, and in the process build some impressive collections. 


However, what this arguement forgets, and is forgotten by so many closet coin 
hobbyists, is candidly: the loss of human fellowship enjoyed, shared, and enriched 
when with like-minded people. — | 


One could claim no need, as so many have done, to joining a coin club. Yet, 
this hobby, or for that matter any advocation, is only good and only advances when 
all its adherents work and assist. 


One could claim conflicts in time and commitments. Yet, this hobby, like any 
cause, needs its adherents to state their support for the coin hobby, and member- 
ship in a coin club is such a statement. 


One could claim lack of experience or qualifications to prevent serving an 
office or actively contributing to a coin club. Yet, there are, contrary to popular 
rumor, very, very few ‘hobby professionals’. Coin Clubs still remain a bastion of 
common everyday next-door fellow-at-work types: working, coooperating, and, this is 
the key, learning together. 


One could claim no advantage, as is clear to those many who refuse to join

even one coin club, in belonging to a coin club. Yet, this argument fails when con- 
fronted by the knowledge, opportunity, fellowship, relaxation, and good memories 
obtained by belonging and being part of a coin club. 


Years ago while still in Junior College, I attended a meeting of the Vallejo 
Numismatic Society with a fellow friend. I wanted to join, knowing that a coin club 
would enhance and advance my coin hobby pursuit. My friend argued against, claiming 
no value nor return to paying $3.00 dues or attending meetings. In the long-run, Il 
rejected his opposition. 


What did I get out of it? Much work, commitments, expenses, regular loss of 
evenings, coin club materials around the house, this quarterly newsletter, and so 
forth. Yes, these were what I got. 


Now, ask what was my reward? Fine drawing prizes, great memories, much know- 
ledge, supportive coin dealers, a whole new world of good times, additional collect- 
ing interests, and maturity, plus even invitations to United States Mint ceremonies. 
Yes, these were my reward. 


But, there was one more reward, the best by far: some of my best friends, 
people who I know I could count on. 


Yes, my friend was wrong. In fact, so wrong that he lost interest in coins. 
That in of itself could be another argument for joining a coin club: sustaining in- 
terest and intensity in your coin hobby. But, this is a pale argument to this point: 
no man nor woman has yet to make friends by staying isolated. 


In the end, the hobby is made of people. If one can do without people, than 
so sorry and sad for him or her. For one to have a full life, one needs both com- 
panionship and fellowship. For true coin hobbyists, coin clubs provide these many 
times over all-the-time.
